The inventions listed as Groups III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 74 is 
anticipated or obvious over FR 2,493,826 (which was listed as the closest prior art in the 
PCT examiner's rejection) which also teaches a matching gypsum plaster though not 
necessarily made by the same process. "Product by Process claims do not patentably 
distinguish the product of reference even though made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe , 227 USPQ 964. Nevertheless, as the recited and claimed gypsum plaster 
does not make a contribution over the prior art, unity of invention is lacking and 
restriction is appropriate. 

Note: The international examiner in the PCT application appeared to find the 
process and the apparatus allowable over the prior art. The examiner will take this into 
account as well as his own search. It is respectfully requested applicants consider 
election of Group I to the process as this is the instant examiner's prior art area (as is 
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Group III gypsum plaster product which can also be elected). The apparatus for 
dryer/calciner is U.S. Class 432 and other possible search templates and will require 
transfer to a mechanical examiner who works in this type of apparatus/art which may 
delay immediate examination. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
